Estimated Horsepower Requirements in Flow Charts 


The third column in the equip- 
ment listing next to the flow charts 
shows the estimated horsepower re- 
quirements of machinery. In most 
cases the “horsepower” refers to 
the motor which drives the ma- 
chine. However, when high pres- 
sure water is necessary for washing 
and cooling operations, the horse- 
power requirements also include 
the power necessary for the pump.
